CREW ESCAPE ON THE ICE

The Flora M. Hill the staunch little 
steamer of the HiU line, conqueror in 
many a atrenuous battle with the ice 
floes, sunk to the bottom of Lake Mich- 
igan in thirty-three feet of water, 
shorUy after nine o'clock Monday morn- 
ing. 

Not a life was lost, although the boat 
was equipped with a full crew of thirty- 
■ two men, The steamer left Kenosha 
aboutone o'clock determined to make 
one more fight against the encroaching 
ice floes. The boat encountered little 
trouble until it reached an ice floeofT 
Chicago. 

At a point about two miles east of the 
two mile crib bit Chicago the boat stuck' 
fast Straining at overv joint the lit- 
tle steamer plunged her ice ram into 
the floes time after time, but all to no 
purpose. 

With the force of a huge hydraulic 
press, the heavy chunks of ice crushed 
in upon the steamer, and at last it was 
seen that she was rapidly filling 

The crew immediately left the steam- 
er, and walking across the trencheroua 
ice fields, at last succeeded in reaching 
the two mile crib, from whence they 
were tnkon later by the Chicago life 
saving crew. 

The crew'qtood on the east side of the 
crib and watched the lust struggles of 
the boat, aeat last she lurched to one 
side and sank. 

The suction caused by the sinking of 
the boat caused a commotion among the 
ice cakes for a few niiwites and then 
again the lake presente" an unbroken 
field of ice. 

For three years the little steamer had 
plied between the ports of Chicago, 
Waukegan, Kenosha and Racine and 
was known as one of the best ice fight- 
era on the lake, having formerly been 
the government lighthouse boat the 
Hyacinth. 

The loss is estimated at $33,000 on the 
boat and ?10.000 on the cargo. The 
boat was fully insured,. If possible the 
boot will be raised and again put in com- 
mission. 



STEVENS UNDER ARREST 



rormcr City Collector of Wflukcgnn Is Al- 
leged Short in His AccouniA 



Ashel G. Stevens, formerly city col- 
lector of the city of Waukegan, was 
arrested by Sheriff Green Friday eve- 
ning on the charge of withholding public 
funds in the sum of $4,000. Tliecom- 
plnint was signed by Commissioner 
Clarence W. Diver, commissioner of 
accounts and finances. ^ 

The complaint charges that Ashel G. 
Stevens, while acting as city collector 
in the city hall, withheld public funds 
from the city in the sum of $4,000. 
The alleged fact that Stevens was 
withholding public-funds, was first dis- 
covered by Arthur Young & Co., audi- 
tors, of Chicago, who went over the 
booksof the city when the commission 
form of goverment was first inaugurat- 
ed last May. 

Stevens at that time was alleged in 
the auditors' report to have withheld 
from the city funds to the amount of 
$1,200. Later, when the administration 
under commission form was in full 
swing, other alleged shortages are said 
to have' been discovered by employees of 
the accounting department, until the 
sum Stevens is said to owe the city is 
now about $4,000. 

Commissioner Diver appeared before 
Justice of the Peace James G. Welsh 
and filed complaint against Stevens. 
The matter was placed in the hands of 
Sherriff Green, who went to the home 
of Stevens and placed him undur arrest 
Stevens has retained Attorney ' Geo. 
W. Field as his attorney and bonds will 
be arranged later. The action was 
taken by Commissioner Diver at the 
instance of the two bondsmen of Stev- 
ens, Jerome Blddlecome and Jay J. 
Jones of the First National Bank, i^

HEART DISEASE 

IS CAUSE OF 

SUDDEN DEATH 

Last Sunday morning^^at about four 
o'clock' occurred the death of Ernest 
Bruckner, who with his lamily have 
been residents of this village about four 
weeks, coming here from Necedah,. 
Wis., after having traded his farm 
property there to B, F. Van Patten for 
the building in Antioch which he occu- 
pied ot the time of his death. 

Although he had been a sufferer from 
heart trouble for a number of years he 
had seemed to be no worse than usual 
and when ho retired at a late hour 
Saturday evening there was no Indica- 
tion that his death would occur ' before 
morning. About four o'clock his wife 
was awakened by his groans, andspeak- 
ing found him unable to answer. She 
hurridly summoned a physician but be- 
fore he arrived Mr. Bruckner had passed 
away, 

A coroner's inquest was held Sunday 
afternoon, with Deputy Coroner Conrad 
presiding, the virdict being that' death 
was duo to heart disease. 

The decease^ was forty-eight years 
of age and leaves a wife and six child- 
ren to mourn his loss.

For the second time withm a week 
Waukegan is confronted by another 
perplexing murder and suicide mysteiy. 
The latest crime occurred Sunday night 
when Charies George. 36 years old, 
murdered Leo Bilbilian, 17 yeara old, 
and then committed suicide by swallow- 
ing arsenic. The mystery surrounding 
the cause for the affair is one of tho 
deepest that ever has confronted the 
local police but they are working on the 
clew that George slew Bilbilian in & 
jealous rage for having sought to usurp 
the effections of Miss Mary Kretz. m 
pretty young woman residing at 306S 
Lincoln avenue, Chicago. 

The body of the murdered boy was 
not found until shortly before noon 
Monday. . It was lying under a large 
bake oven in the John Onan bakery, at 
328 Oak street He had been strangled 
to death, his own- belt having been 
buckled tightly about his ■ throat and 
held there until death occurred. 

Shortly after the murder, which .took 
place some time before 11 o'clock Sun- 
day night, George went to the Edmund 
hotel where he secured a room. At 3:30 
o'clock in the morning his groans at- 
tracted attention and he wos removed 
to the hospital, dying eariy Sunday. 
Death is believed to have resulted from, 
arsenic 

After his. body had been removed to 

the Conrad & Hart undertaking rooms 

a note was found in his pocket Upon 

message 
was transmitted: 

'*Don't blame anybody else for this— 
I did it I killed Leo Bilbilian and then 
killed myself." 

Bilbilian had been employed as a clerk 
for Paul Koshkarian who conducts 
little store at the corner of 
street and South ave. 

The fact that George had been help- 
mg him out in his bakery and'had left 
the note saying that he hud killed Bil- 
bilian. caused John Onan to think that 
possibly that the body of the murdered 
lad might have been secreted some- 
where about the bakery. A search waa 
instituiied and sure enough the body 
waa found under the oven. It had been 
pushed back so tar it could not be seen 
except upon a search being made. 

In Biibihan's pockets several letters 
were found whicn is thougiitmay throw 
considerable lighton the mystery. One 
01 them was udclreaaed to Miss Kret« 
ot Chicago ano from its contents It 
appears tnat Uforge waa unable to write 
una that Hilbiiiun had been writing his 
letters for.him. 

Innis ieuerbto MissKretz some be- 
lieve that liiloilian was pressing his 
own suit ratner than writing what 
George told him to, and thut when he 
found out about it that George became 
ungry and that he murdered' him. 

Bilbilian had been in Waukegan but 
three years but was quite well educated 
and sjioke several dirterent languages. 
On one ocaasiou he wrote u letter to a 
Huperintendenrof a large concern in 
Nortn tJhicilgo, pretending thut he was 
the wile ol lieorge in wnjcn he sought 
to arouse sympathy. He signed the 
name Mrs. UnuMea George to the letter. 
There is every indication that the deed 
hud been caretully premeditated. Ac- 
quaintences assert that George had pas- 
sed a large part of the day Sunday in 
writing. This writing Is believed to bo 
the letter that was later found in his 
pocket Thus it seems that- he had 
planned hours ahead just how he was 
going to kill Bilbilian and then take hi(i 
own life. 

Reentered the Edmund hotel about 
10:45 o'clock Sunday night, and asked 
for a room, and, aUhough he spoke Eng- 
hah intehgently he seemed unable to 

About 3:00 o^clock people in tho next 
room were awakened by groans com- 
inu from his room. ;The attaches of 
the hotel were notiHed and upon enter- 
ig his room found the man fully dress- 
oa lying on the lioor, hla face pressed 
c-lo9f 'n ti" c 'vptit in an effort to smoth- 
ei i.

1911).' Mr. J. H. Vickers. from .Mc- 
Henry county, and Mr. J. E. Anderson 
from Lako county, members of the 
house at that time, both voted for tho 
bill. . 

House Bill 540 above referred to, 
gave the Live Stock Commissioners of 
Ulinols no Jurisdiction whatever over 
the cattio or the dairies of Illinois. 
House Bill 540 gave tho Live Stock 
Commissioners of Illinois no jurisdic- 
tion whatever over any dairy or herd 
In Illinois, nor over any animal or 
cow shipped Into Illinois, and in fact 
gave them no Jurisdiction over any 
cattle, except dairy and breeding cat- 
tle, to be shipped from the Union 
Stock Yards at Chicago, Peoria and 
East St. Loula back Into the Interior 
of Illinois fordalry and breeding pur- 
poses. 
Houso Bill 540 provided: 
That no railroad company, corpora- 
tion or person should ship, convoy or 
drive Into the state of Illinola— rrom 
any other state or country — any dairy 
or breeding animal, except such dairy 
or breeding animal be accompanied by 
a certificate issued and granted under 
and by tho authority of the state or 
foreign country from which said ani- 
mal is shipped or procured, certifying 
that said dairy or breeding animal la 
free from all contagious and infectious 
disease, including tuberculoclc; Provid- 
ing, however, that 'all such aulmals 
might be shipped to the Union 'Stock 
yards at Chicago, Peoria and East St. 
Louis (tho three public cattle marljots 
'in Illinois) for tho purpose of slaught- 
er and beef, without such certincate. 
House BUI 540 further provided that 
ail dairy and breeding anlmnla ship- 
ped from the Union Stock yards at 
Chicago, Peoria and East St. Louis 
back into the Interior of ililnols— for 
dairy and breeding purposes should be 
accompanied by a certlhcate of tho 
Board of Live Stock Commissioners 
of Illinois, that said dairy and breed- 
ing animals were free from all con- 
tagious and infectious diseascts, In- 
cluding the disease of tuberculosis, 
but providing that all auch cattio 
could be shipped .from said stock 
yards back Into the interior of Itllnola 
for feeding purposes, without such 
certificate, but tho bill of lading 
should ao state. 

Thb'state Board of Live Stock Com- 
missioners are only given. power and 
Jurisdiction over tho shipments from 
the Union Stock Yards— In Illinois— 
bade Into the Interior of'llllriols for 
dafr/ and breeding purposes. The 
dairy and breeding cattle from out- 
side tho state must come with -a cer- 
tiflcj^to from the shipping state. 11- 
llnols must take tho shipping stato 
certificate. No herd In Illinois can be 
Inspected. -It Is only dairy and breed- 
ing cattle; shipped' from the stock 
yards In, Illinois back Into th© couni 
try. that must bo cdrtined by tho Oom- 
mlsBioner^ oflllllnols. ' 
Tho History of This Legislation, 
in ,1909, In the IlilnolR state senate. 
Senator Olson, being a raembor. 
passed Senate Bill 438, providing: 



"That tho Importation or brfnging 
Into the state of Illinois of anycattio 
for dairy or breeding purposes la 
hereby prohlbltod, oxcopting when 
such cattle aro accompanied by a cor- 
tilicato from an inspector of the 
United States Bureau of Animal in- 
dustry, or from an Inspector, whoso 
competency and reliability njro duly 
certified to by tho autliorltlos charged 
with tho control of the diaeaaoa of do- 
mestic animaia In the stnlo. etc.— cer- 
tifying that they have been examined 
and subjected to the tuberculin test 
and are freo from tuberculosis." 

This was an nbsoluto prohibition 
against any shipment into tho stato, 
without tho tuberculin teat. This bill, 
Senate Bill 438, passed the Illinois 
state senate ISIay 20, 1909. See Son- 
ate Journal, 1909— pane 1296. 

You will notice that House Bill 540 
nowhere mentions or provides for tho 
tuberculin test. ' 

Senate Bill 438, and the other* ob- 
noxious Humphrey bills, providing for 
tuberculin testing in tho stato, passed 
tho tIMnols state senate In 1900, Sen- 
ator Olson being present and not even 
lifting a voice, a vote or an objection 
to the same. 

They camo to tho Illinola house of 
representatives and were blocked. 
Edward Shurtleff, In the house, Intro- 
duced tho now famous House Joint 
Resolution No. Twenty (20) providing 
for a full Investigation of tho subject 
of tuberculin testing and tho Pasteur- 
ization of milk, and this resolution 
passed tho lower house, with an ap- 
propratlon of ten thousand dollars of 
money, with which to make tho Inves- 
tigation. 

House Joint Resolution No, .20 went 
to the Illinola state senate, and was 
referred to tho committee on live 
stock nnd ^dairying, of which "Senator 
Olson was then and Is now chairman." 

This resolution laid In Senator Ol- 
son's committee and was not taken up 
for action, it was threo weeks before 
It could bo taken up for action, it 
was referred to his committee April 
14, 1909 (Senate Journal, page 5SU). 
It was not reported out until May 4, 
1909 (seo Senate Journal, Pago 920), 
and only then upon tho urgent sollci- 
tatlou of Lieutenant Governor Ogles- 
by, who had to promise Senator Ol- 
son a place upon the investigating 
committee before he would report the 
resolution out. 

The matter of the Investigation com- 
mittee, its organization, Its election of 
Kdward D. Shurtloff chairman, and Its 
work In Chicago and over the state 
for eighteen months, is well known 
to the whole state, and copies of tho 
report were very generally circulated 
In tho district. 

This committee' made a report to 
tho legislature In January, lOll. Tho 
committee found In Its report, upon 
the evidence submitted, as follows: 

Report of committee, page y9 of the 
report:

There were threo, (3) mombera or 
tho milk producens* committee, aoiect- 
od by tho Board of Supervisors of 
Lake county, :\lr. Chittenden, Mr. 
Paddock and Mr. Clem Small, ftfr. 
Chittenden and Mr. I'addock favored 
the passage of tho law. Mr. Clem 
Small opposed tho passage of tho law. 
Two-thlrda of tho delegation from Lako 
county wore for the law. Ono-third 
waa against It. Senator Olson signed 
tho report favoring tho law, on tho 
evidonco of Mr. Chittenden and Mr. 
Paddock, and recommended to tho 
leglalaturo Houso Bill 540 aa a good 
law. And then under cover, at the 
request of Clem Small and others, 
killed tho law. 
From McHonry county: 
Mrt Henry M. Turner, of Hobron, 
waa n witness, aa foilowa: 

My namo is Henry M. Turner. I ro- 
Bldo at Hebron, McIIcnry county, 11- 
llnols. I am a dairy farmer. My dairy 
consists of 25 cows. 

Q.— What Is your opinion, Mr. Tur- 
ner, of the state of Illinois passing n 
law requiring nil dalrj' and breeding 
cattle, that aro shipped In, to como 
with n clean bill of health, a certlll- 
cato from tho stato from which they 
come that they nro freo from all dis- 
ease. Including tuberculosis? 

A.— Well, If they would put It all In 
r am In favor of It. but If there Is no 
way of getting around it except from 
having them tested. I dp not bellovo 
that that la any good. 

Q.— Well, to require each atato to 
give the certlllcato, that It requires, to 
ship Into that state, 33 states requir- 
ing such certllicates, of some kind. let 
each state furnish Its own and make 
lis own requirements? 

A.— I would think It would bo tho 
proper, thing.

Q.— What would you say nt to tho 
Btato of Illinois passing a lav roquir- 
Ing all dairy and breeding animals 
flhippod into this state to bring with 
them a certlllcato of health from tho 
placo from which thoy nro shipped, 
that thoy are free from diaoaso, in- 
eluding tubercuioaia? 

A.— Well, I think tho stato of 1111- 
nols ought to bo Just as well guardetl 
as any othor atato, In order to keep 
them frohi dumping this dlacasod cat- 
tle on to us, 

Q.— You think a law of that kind 
ought to be paaaod in Illinois. Mr. 
Blumo? 

A.— I think that tho farmers who 
nro producing tho milk ought to bo 
protcoted. r think wo ought to hnvo 
ft law to protect tho ahlpmonta In. i 
think it would encourage tho raising 
of cows in liiinola. 

Hon. John Stewart, olghty-livo yoara 
or ago, from Eiburn. Kane county, 
was brought In by Mr. Blmor Foi- 
lowa aa a wltnoaa. Mr. Elraor Follows 
la tho proBldont of the milk producers' 
committee, and a cow ahlppor of St 
Charles. 

Mr. Stewart owns Hfty farraa. Has 
»oen In tho cattio and dairy buaincea 
nil his Ilfo. 

Mr. Stewart tostinod: 

Q.— What do you any as to tho 
dairymen being oblo to raise thoir 
own supply of cowa, taking Into oon- 
aidoratlon tho value of tho fann lands, 
and the value of the dairy cows? 

A.— I would bo in favor of knocking 
out all those cattle dealers, If wo could 
raise our own cattle. 

Q.— Do you bolIevG that the dairy- 
men can do It at a prollt on-tho dairy 
fnrm na thoy run It? 

A.— I think they could In time, and 
I think It would pay all of them to 
do It. 

Q.— How does tho stock of dairy 
cowa shipped Into Illinola from Wis- 
consin arid Iowa today compare with 
tho stock of Bcveral yoara ago? 

A.— Not as good; thoy have run 
down. Not as good. No. 

Mr. Elmer Fellows la a cow ahlppor 
of St. Charles, who headed tho dele- 
gation to Springfield last winter, to 
defeat House Bill 540, and ho Is also 
tho president of the Milk Producers' 
association, and In tho association 
meeting. In Chicago. In January last 
Incidentally made an effort to oust Mr] 
J. P. GrIer from tholofflco of tho aeo^ 
rotary .of tho assocldtlon. which met 
the condemnation of every milk pro- 
ducer on the floor of the convention. 

At this convention Mr. Lumley of 
Woodstock was a candidate for secro- 



berculln test In tho hands of a flklli- 
ful veterinarian, having practical 
knowledge of cattio and having a prac. 
tlcal acquaintanco with and under- 
standing j}t tho particular herd and 
nnlmai dlsoaaod, la n fairly good dlng- 
noatic agent to dotcrmino tho exist- 
ence of tubercle bacilli and Infection 
In cattio; and that tho tuborculi.. tost 
la a fairly good diagoatic agent to do- 
tormlno tho oxiBtcnco of tuborculoalfl, 
tho disease, in cattle during Us earlier 
fltngos, but that It Is not n good diag- 
nostic agent to determine tho oxlst- 
onco of tho disease 'tuberculosis lu 
Its Inttor stages or generalized tubor- 
culosla. / 

Your committee further llnd that 
tho tuberculin teat, na a diagnostic 
ngent, is easily negatived and Its re- 
auits frustrated by tho use of anti- 
pyretics and by tho uso of febrifuge, 
and that by many practical moans 
and measures tho perfect and proper 
result of tho Injection of tuberculin 
na a diagnostic agent may bo over- 
come. 

Your comraittoo further nnd that 
tho uao of tuberculin, as a diagnostic 
ngent to discover tubercuioaia In ani- 
mals, la rendered practically useless 
after an animal has boon injected 
with tho tuberculin at two or three 
different times. 

And the committee further found on 
pago 64, as follows: 

Your comraittoo find that there Is 
no neceaalty of adopting the tuber- 
culin tost In tho state of Illinois. 

This led to tho paasago In tho logla- 
mture of House Bill No. 55. which Is 
now a law of the state, and la as foi- 
lowa: 



Iowa:

bo required to bear with them, upon 
entrance into the state of Illinois, cer^ 
tllicates that they are free from all 
contagious and infectious diseases, in- 
cluding the disease tuborcuiosia. 

And your committee would further 
rocommond that ail dairy and breed- 
ing cattio, shipped from the Union 
Stock Yards at Chicago, stock yards 
at Peoria and tho stock yards at East 
St. Louis to any point within tho state 
of Illinois, be Inspected under the au- 
thority of tho Board of Live' Stock 
Commissioners of the state of Illinois, 
and be certified as freo from all con- 
tagious and Infectloua diseases, Includ- 
Ing the disease of tuberculosis.

It will be noticed that Senator A. J. 
Olaen signed this recommendation. 

This recommendation — nowhere— 
not in any place, mentions the tuber- 
culin test. 

House Bill 540 foilowa Identically 
this recommendation. 

House Bill 540 nowhere— In no 
place— mentions the tuberculin test. 

Senator Olson and every member of 
tho Investigating committee, thus said 
to the people of tho state of Illinois 
that House Bill 540 would make a 
good law. 

Tho following Is some of the evi- 
dence upon which this recommenda- 
tion waa based: 

Witneaa Ralph W. Chittenden of 
Gumeo, Lake county. Illinois: 

My name is Ralph W. Chittenden, 
aged flft/'two years. I realde at Gur- 
nee. III. 

Q. — There la a good deal of evi- 
dence. Mr. Chittenden, before thla 
committee and a good deal of senti- 
ment, baaed upon the fact that thirty- 
three atates in the Union havo a law 
by which no dairy or breeding cattio 
can be shipped Into their statea, with- 
out they come with a bill of health 
from tho 'statea from which they are 
shipped. A good deal of evidence and 
a good deal of preasure before thla, 
committee tending to urge the passage 
of that kind of a law. In tho state of 
Illinois, forbidding, the shipment of 
dairy and breeding cattio Into the 
state unleaa they come with a clean 
bill of health. What would you say 
aa to that? 

A.— X think that ^would be u very 
0^°** 'aw. There is no doubt but that 
Illinois Is' used for a dumping ground 
for the diseased cattio of Wisconsin; 
■that Is,- 1 would not say for 'diseased 
cattle alone, but for poor cows. 



tUicato of health, and that llilnola la 
being made, the dumping ground for 
tho shipment of diseased cattle from 
those other atates. What would you 
Bay, Mr. Richardson, as a dairyman, 
as to the state of Illinois passing a 
law requiring all dairy and breeding 
cattle shipped into this state to come 
with a certlllcato of health from the 
outside statea? 

A.— I think that that would be a 
good plan. I would recommend a law 
of that kind. 

Q.— You have a brother that ships 
dairy cows to Illinois, do you? 

A. — Yes, sir. 

Q^Wouid you apeak for him on 
that subject? 

A.— Yes, sir. 

Q.— How much, in your judgment, 
would it add to the cost c • value of 
dairy cows to make that requirement? 

A.— One dollar per head. | don't 
think over $1. 

Q.— Would you favor that kind of a 
law? 

A.— Yes, sir. 

Mr. .William A. Doles of the town of 
Coral, McHenry county, also testllled 
to substantially the same aubatanco 
matter. 

Mr. Henry M. Turner, Mr. Jesse B 
Richardson and .Mr. William A. Boles 
were the three (a) members of tho 
milk producers' committee selected by 
tho Board of Supervisors of McHenry 
county to act with the atato investi- 
gating committee, nnd ail three of 
them testined strongly In favor of 
such n law, which waa Identically 
House Bill 510, nothing added to and 
nothing taken from, nnd It did not 
mention tho tuberculin teat— but It 
waa left to each state to determine 
what Its method of Inspection should 
be— the same as Illinois would have 
been and la now. 

Mr. Fred Blume of Palatine, Cook 
county, Illinola, testllled: 

"Weil, tho way I look at it. if you 
raise your own cows I think you get 
a bettor herd, in my neighborhood 
about GO per cent, of tho cows are 
raised on the farms. They got better 
cowa, and 1 think by looking at It In 
that way you are money ahead. I 
think the dairymen can afford to do 
that." 

Q.-:-Whttt do you know obout the 
claaa of dairy cows that are shipped 
In from other states? 

A.— Mostly in our town from Wla- 
consln nnd, more or less, l hoar they 
aro cowa that tho people are trying 
to do away with there. 

Q.— They may not bo good cowa? 

A.— or course, you hear lots' of 
them say they aro good cows when 
you buy them, 

Q:--U would bo natural for people 
selling cdwa in Wisconsin- tho same 
na it Avould bo in Illinois— for i the 
farmer to sell his poorest cowa and 
keep the beat? ' / j 

A.— I think everybody does that.

friends. Senator Olson was also pres- 
ent, nnd worked to tho same ond. 

One who waa there said the conven- 
tion went wild, and as a body rose to 
Its feet and demanded the retention of 
Mr. J. P. Grler, and he was retained 
unanimously. 

It Is, this whole move, the cow 
shippers* revenge. 

Mr. Andrew Elllnger of LIbertyvlIIe 
Lake county, Illinois, a witness, tes- 
tified: 

"It would be my Judgment that the 
atato of Illinois ought to pass a law 
requiring all dairy aAd breeding cat- 
tio that aro shipped Into tho state to 
como with a bill of health showing 
that they are free from dlaeaae. I 
think that diseased animals arc ship- 
ped In. We do not protend to buy any 
cattle without their being tested." 

And BO wo could complete the rec- 
ord. by quoting the evidence of three- 
fourths of tho membera of tho mlik 
producers' committee, that wore ap- 
pointed by the varloua boards of bu- 
pervlsora. It was all to tho aamo ef- 
fect. Somo teatlHed that even If It 
were not necessary it would tend to 
raising of our own dairy stock from 
our own herds, from tho beat dairy 
and rallk straina of cows, and that 
cowa could bo raised that would have 
a value of one hundred dollars, and 
one hundred and twenty-five dollars, 
whereas the mass of cowa shipped In 
were of a poor grado, and were bought 
from 150 to ?C0 per head, and three- 
fourths of them were milked a few 
months and then aoid at JIB and ?20. 
Tho evidence was aufllclently strong 
BO that Senator A. J. Olson Joined In 
the recommendation, and aald to tho 
legislature and to tho people of tho 
atato of Illinola that he favored the 
enactment of such legislation. 

.Was Olson right when he signed 
the report? If so, he was wrong when 
he joined Elmer Fellows and the 
other cow shippers, and killed House 
Bill 540. 

It la fair to say, in thla connection, 
that Mr. Eugene Hovey and Mr. Thorn- 
as Porter of Roono county, who ap- 
peared before tho committee and tes- 
tified, were opposed to the enactment 
of such a law, not strongly opposed, 
but did not think It waa necessary. 
Mr. Garret F. Sager of Boono county 
did not appear before tho committee 
In response to tho auramons. Thoy 
wero the three Boone county mem- 
bera of tho.miik producers' committee, 
la Senator Olson's poaltlon as to 
Houae Bill 540 right now? If ao he 
stultified himself when he signed the 
report of the Investigating commit- 
tee. 

The investigating committee fur- 
ther found, on pages 38 and ai);. 

Your commltteo Is compelled, by all 
of this evidence, to llnd that there 
are two phaaoa of tuberculosis among 
animaia: 

First— The conditlona under which 
tho animal may be inoculated. Infect- 
ed and havo within Ita system tubercle 
bacilli, a lodgment of the cause of tho 
disease, and among which aniraala, It 
la overcome, tho tuborcio bacilli be- 
coming caseatod and encysted and tho 
lesions, Bo-called. cured. 

Second— Tho stage where the Infec- 
tion becomea aeated and thD animal is 
not able to overcomo It, and It de- 
velops Into, what may bo known ns 
tho disease of tuberculosis. 
Your commltteo ilnds that tho tu- 



That It shall bo unlawful for any 
city, village, incorporated town, coun- 
ty or other corporate authority in tho 
atato of Illinois, by ordinance, rule or 
regulation other than may bo cstab- 
llahed by tho law of this atato. to do- 
mand. fix, establish or requlro the 
tuberculin test to bo applied to dairy 
animals as a means or measure of 
regulating and purifying milk, cream 
and dairy products of sold animaia in 
any manner whatever, and every such 
ordinance, rule, by-law or regulation 
heretofore or hereafter passed, de- 
manded, mod, ostabllahod or required 
by any such city, village. Incorporated 
town, county or other corporate nu- 
thority, other. than tho state of Illi- 
nois, la hereby declared to be void 
and of no effect." 

This Is Houso Bin 65, recommended 
by tho InvestigaUng committee and 
It is now a law. 

This bill was drafted by Edward D 
Shurtleff of Marengo. It was -passed 
Into and made a law, Just as It was 
drafted. 

It was Introduced Into and first 
passed through tho lower house. Sen- 
ator Olson never heard of It until It 
camo to the senate. Senator Olaon la I credit, from the Chicago newspapers'! 



tentlon to tho matter again, and he 
put me off by aaylng that, there wore 
somo parties coming down to be heard 
on tho bin, but tho matter would bo 
taken up, Tho parties camo, and 1 
presume there waa a hearing on tho 
bill, but I was not n member of tho 
committee, but I know this, that wo 
never had u chance to voto on tho bill, 
for I waa prepareod to explain tho 
measure when it was called up in tho 
senate.

Replying to your letter of recent 
date, my Judgment la that Houso Bill 
G5, the antl-tuborcuiln test bill, would 
not have passed the senate had Bill 
540 not been before the senate. My 
recollection Is that I met Senator Ol- 
son three times and asked him with 
reference to tho aamo. At no time 
did ho express any opposition to tho 
measure, but promised to call hln 
committee together and report tho 
bill out. During the Inst week of tho 
session I again went to him and re-' 
quested a report from tho committee 
on 510. Ho stated that a meeting of 
tho parties Interested had boon set 
for Wednesday during tho Inst week 
of the acsslon, and about two o'clock 
in the afternoon of that day I saw a 
number of men, said to represent the 
cow-buying Interests of the state, com- 
ing out of tho committee-room. When 
the bill was reported out It waa with 
the recommendation that It do not 
pass, and I am freo to say that Ol- 
son's attitude toward tho raensuro was 
a surprise to me. My recollection Is 
that the committee which mado tho 
Investigation as to nntl-tuborculln 
teats and pasteurization methods wna^ 
unanimously ih favor of the action- 
and the bllla wore drawn with tho conJ 
currence of tho committee aa reprc-! 
sontlng tho results of their labors.' 
Dairymen affected by those two meas- 
ures have a right to feel that thoy. 
have been trilled with In tho matter,

of plagiarism that Is dominant In men 
of Senator Olson's stamp. House Bill 
No. 55 only was put through the 
houso upon the pledge of tho men back 
of It. Mr. Shurtleff and Mr. Shepard 
and others, that it was a companion 
moaaure to Houso Bill 540 and that 
each bill should receive an equal 
chance In the house. The men In tho 
houao kept their word, and both bllla 
wont through tho houae Just as tho 
committee had recommended. 

Tho bills went to the senate, in 
tho senate Senator Olson gave his 
word that each bill should receive an 
equal chance In tho senate. Senators 
McKenzIe of Joe Daviess county, and 
Senator Hearn of Adams county wore 
then In the atato senate. They had 
both served on the Inveatigating com- 
mUtee. Houso Bill 55 after a dea- 
porate struggle. In tho senate, which 
drew Into the atruggio ail the power 
nnd Influence Mr. Shurtleff had among 
hia friends In the senate, among 
which was, at his request Lieutenant 
Gorernor Oglosby lot tho roll call 
hang for ten minutes to get tho ono 
nnd last necessary voto to make tho 
majority voto for tho bill, and after 
Senator Olson had further agreed, 
with tho Chicago mombera and the 
dowh-state membera, that ^ouao Bill 
540 Bhouid como out of hIa committee 
and havo an equal chance in the sen- 
ate, finally paased, by the bare ma- 
jority. 

After this Senator Olson com- 
menced his campaign for 1912 by send- 
Ing for Elmer Fellows to come and 
bring a party to Sprlngfieid— to watch 
him kill House Bill 540 and put the 
bill In his pocket. Senator Olaon has 
the distinction of killing this bill; 
there Is no doubt about that, nnd thus 
keeping open, at Springfield, for poli- 
tics, the whole milk question, when 
the paasago of Hoiiae Bill 640, which 
every member from Cook county and 
every member down tho state— out- 
side of ;he dairy district— demanded 
and wanted. 

Read tho letters of Senator McKen- 
zIe and. Senator Hoarn: 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
Washington, Juno 7, 1911. 
Hon. Edward D. Shurtloff. 
Dear Friend: 
In reply to your inquiry, it was my 
understanding that House Bills 65 and 
540 were companion bllla and wero 
tho. outcome of the inveatlgatlon made 
by thtf- commltteo of which you wero 
chairman, and were all endoraed. or 
tho Idea contained In tho two bllla 
was approved by all the mombera of 
tho commltteo before the same waa 
filed, and It waa my undoratandlng 
that the bilia should come from tho 
houae oa companion measures and 
both, be passed, and In my judgment 
both would have passed the senate ir 
a vote had been had upon them. It 
waa my understanding that yourstif 
and all of the Investigating commit- 
tee favored both bllia. and f^^tho^ 
more, when I urged or asked Senator 
Olson to lot the last bill, 540, out of 
the committee, the first time ho said 
he would, or that It would be reported 
out, and it was not, bo I called his at- 1 



I submit an editorial from the Chi- 
cago Tribune, under dato of July 13, 
1911, as follows: 

TUBERCULOSIS FROM MILK. ,' 
It win occur to many citizens that 
tho methods of tho Illinois legislature 
wero Illustrated In coatly fashion by 
ita act prohibiting citiea nnd towna 
from enforcing tho tuberculin test of 
cattle, thla prohibition being given 
enactment about a month prior to the 
announcement noWnmdo by the royal 
commission of England on tuberculo- 
sis that "of young children who died 
of wasting of the inteatlncs germs 
from cowa alone were tho causo in 
nearly half the cases." 

Edward D. ShurtioDT, former apeak- 
er of tho houso of repreaenlatlvea and 
at present a member of it, may tako 
what credit will come from this act of 
legislation. He, caring nothing for 
what tho cities drank aa milk and car- 
ing everything for the dairy farmers 
of northern Illinola. fought Dr. Evans, 
former Clilcago health commissioner, 
for two years, and to final success. 

The legislature did not consider tho 
theory of Dr. Koch that tuberculosis 
could not bo transmitted from cowa to 
human beings. It considered tho fact 
that tho fnrmora wanted to sell tho 
milk. It would not have considered 
tho fact that thq royal commiaalon, 
after ten yoara* Investigation. linda 
Koch*a theory untenable and finda 
that tho disease Is thus communicable 
and that infanta dio of It because 
they drink milk from tubercular cows.* 
It BtlU would havo considered the fact 
that tho farmers want to sell the 
milk. 

A very wlae health ordinance la de- 
stroyed by a very unwise legislature 
and Illinola, with chagrin, may road 
tho rccommendotion of tho commls- 
Blon for a "moro stringent regulation 
with regard to meat and milk sui>- 
piles." * 

Houtfo Bill No. 50 was based upon 
the following portion of the Investl. 
gating committee's report, page 39- 

Your committee would further rec- 
ommend that authority bo granted to 
the State Board of Live Stock Com-- 
mlssioncra to make tho tuberculin 
teat and grant certificates to ownora 
and otherwise of dairy and breeding 
cattle to bo Bhippod to foreign states 
and oountrlea outaide of the state of 
Illinois, where auch foreign atatea and 
countriea require tho tuberculin test 
upon dairy and breeding cattio ship- 
ped Into such states.

London.— "With 1.000,000 coal mlnort 
on strike la England, a similar num- 
ber of Ehigllshmon out of employment 
because of lack of fuel; 175,000 min- 
ers walking out of tho Gorman mines, 
to bo followed In all probability by a 
similar number befojo tho end of tho 
wook: nil French miners out for one 
day as a warning to both government 
and pooplo that they aro diBsatlsnod 
with conditions, and a strike Impend- 
ing in both nnthrnclto and bltuminoua 
mines m tho United States— tho world 
Is facing perhaps tho most gigantic 
labor upheaval of modern times. 

There Is Increased unoaslness In 
London ovor tho tlo-up of the coal sup- 
ply of both Great Britain and Goi> 
many, but a ray. of hopo of a sottle- 
mont, at least so far as England Is 
concerned, broke tho gloom wlicn tho 
miners agreed to accept tho govern- 
ment's proposal for n joint conference, 
stipulating that the principle of n mini- 
mum wago bo excluded. 

Meanwhile the completel paralysis 
of many branches of Industry contin- 
ues, while very fow trades have es- 
caped being hampered In thoir opera- 
tion. Tho prioo of coal Is soaring In 
both England and Germany and prices 
of foodstuffs aro rising rapidly. Illot- 
Ing and looting are holding sway In 
both countries, with unappoaaed hun- 
ger running amuck. 

The trouble already has resulted In 
a disarrangement of the sailing sched- 
ules of many Atlantic liners. Tho sail- 
ings of tho steamers St Paul and 
Oceanic, set for March 23 and 27 re- 
spectively, were canceled because of" 
tho inability to get coal. Several sail- 
ings to Baltimore were canceled. The 
giant Olympic, which was already 
coaled, will sail as scheduled March 
14. The American liners Philadelphia 
and Now York, which sail from Now 
York on March 13 and 20 respectively, 
will not sail from SouUiampton as 
scheduled unless there la a quicker 
adjustment of tho mine troubles than 
tho steamship ofllcials expect. 

Tn Franco tlio French miners had 
their 24-honr strike as an object les- 
son. The leaders of tho organization 
of miners wished to demonstrate to 
tho public, to their employers and to 
the government ' that the demands 
were Just and that they were ready to 
enforce them by a strike If necessary. 
They particularly object to tho old 
ago system of pensions. Tho demands 
Include an eight-hour work day, a pen- 
sion of two franca a day for all work- 
ers over fifty years old, and a mini- 
mum wago scale similar to that de- 
manded by tho British minors. Tho 
derhon strati on was made because It 
was felt that it would be moro effect- 
ive with the English and German 
strikes In progress. If the omployora 
do not grant tho demands a general, 
strike of all French miners Is probable 
within ten days or two w^eeks. 

In Germany, with the strike only In- 
augurated, the price of coal advanced 
materially. The strike leaders say 
that, they will bo able to tie up tho 
German Industries as effectually as 
tho British minors havo done. 

A general strike In the three coun- 
tries would have an appalling effect 
on Europo, although it Is hoped that 
conditions In England will show a bet- 
terment Insldo of a week as a result 
of the turn of affairs. Should tITe gen- 
eral strike occur, tho navies of tho 
three great powers would bo rendered 
practically useless and millions ot 
workers, in addition to the strikers, 
would be thrown out of employment. 
It is believed here that tho miners 
of Bolglnm will refuse to work If a 
general strike is declared In Franco. 
There also Is some disaffection among 
tho workers In southern Europo. and 
tho labor war may spread there, tho 
leaders say. In fact the ramlllcatlons 
of the trouble seem without ond, 
should tho movement be given full 
sway In the four great countries — 
Great Britain, Germany, France and 
tho United States.

SECTION 1 providoa: Tlint there ahoU bo estnbliahed a State Tux Com- 

, miision, conaiating of threo commisaiouers. They shall bo 

appointed by the Govprnor, with the advice and conaent of 

tho Senate, and shall regularly hold ofBce for terma of six 

yoara. 

SECTION 3 APPEALS SHALIi LIE PROM THE ACTION OF 
. COUNTY BOARDS OF REVIEW TO THE STATE TAX

Hobart. Tasmania, March 8.— On 
the 10th of February, 1911. wo com- 
menced to work our way toward tho 
south, from that day to tho mh of 
April establishing three depots, which 
In all contained a quantity of pro- 
visions of about 3.000 kilos. One 
thousand alx hundred WIos, including 
1.100 klloa of aoal moat, were cached 
In 80 degrees. 700 klloa In 81 degrees 
and 800 kilos In 82 degrees south 
latitude. 

As no landmarks were to ho aeen, 
these depots were marked with flags, 
seven kilometers on each side In tho 
easterly and westerly directions. 

Tho ground ond tho state of the 
barrier were of tho best, and speci- 
ally well adapted to driving with 
dogs. On February IB, we had thus 
traveled about 100 kilometers. Tho 
weight of tho aledgea waa 30O klloa, 
and tho number of dogs was six for 
each sledge. Tho surface of the bar- 
rier was smooth andi flno with no aaa- 
trugl. The crevices woro very local 
and were found dangerous in only 
two places. For the rest— long, 
smooth undulations. 

The weather waa excellent, calm or 
a light breeze. Tho lowest tempera- 
turo on these depot trips was minus 
45 Celsius or centigrade. (49 degrees 
.below zero, Fahrenheit). On the 
4th of March, on our return from the 
flrst trip beginning on tho l5lh of 
February, we found out that the 
Fram had already left us. With pride 
and delight we heard that her smart 
captain had succeeded in sailing her 
furthest south and there hoisting tho 
colors of his country— a glorious mo- 
meut for him and his comrades— the 
furthest north and tho furthest south 
—good old Fram. 

Tho highest aouth latitude attained 
waa 78 degrees 41 minutes. 

WlnteHj on the Ice Barrier. 

Before tho arrival of winter we had 
6,000 klloa of seal meat In the depots, 
enough for ourselves and 110 dogs. 
Eight dog housea, a combination of 
tenta and snow huts, were bullL 

Having cared for the dogs tho turn 
came to use our solid ilttio hut It 
waa almost entirely covered with 
snow by the tnlddle of April. 

First we had to get light and air. 
The Lux lamp, which had a power of 
200 standard candles gave us a bril- 
liant light and kept the temperature 
up to 20 degrees celslus (68 degrees 
Fahrenheit) throughout tho winter, 
and our excellent ventilation system 
gave us all the air we wanted. 

In direct communication with tho 
hut and dug-out on tho Barrier wore 
work shops, packing rooms, cellars 
for provisions, coal, wood and oil, a 
plain hath, a steam bath and observ- 
atories. Thus we had everything 
within doors If tho weather should, bo 
too cold and stormy. 

The aun left us on tho 22nd of April 
and did not return until four months 
later. 

The winter waa spent In changing 
our whole outfit, which on tho depot 
trips was found to bo too clumsy and 
solid for the smooth surface of the 
Barrier. Besides this, as much scien- 
tific work as possible was done, and 
some astonishing meteorological ob- 
Bcrvatlons wore taken. 

Open Water All Winter. 

There was very little snow, and 
there waa open water close by 
throughout tho winter. For the aamo 
reason higher temperature had been 
expected, but It remained very low. 

In five months thoro were observed 
temperatures between minus 50 and 
68 degrees celslua (58 and 76 degreea 
below zero Fahrenheit), the lowest 
temperature on tho 13th of August 
being minus 59 degrees celslus. It 
was then calm. On tho lat of August 
the temperature was ulnur: 58 de- 
grees celslus, and there were six me- 
ters of wind. Tho moan temperature 
for thcjj year was minus 26 degrees 
celslus (14.8 below zero Fahrenheit.) 

1 had expected hurricane after hur- 
ricane, but I observed only two mod- 
erate storms and many excellent 
auroras-australlan— In all directions. 

The sanitary conditions were of 
tho beat all tho winter and when the 
aun returned on the 24th of August 
It met the men sound In mind and 



body ready to set about tho task thnt 
had to bo solved. 

Already, tho day before, wo had 
brought our alodgos to tho starting 
place for our search toward tho south. 
Only In tho beginning of Soptomhor 
did tho temperature rise to such an 
extent that there was any question of 
aetting out then. 

The First Start for the Pole. 
On tho 8th of September, eight men, 
with Boven sledges, ninety dogs, and 
provisions for four months, started. 
The grouud was perfect The temper- 
ature was not bad. The next day It 
appeared that we had started too early, 
as tho temperature of the followlnR 
days fell and kept steadily between 
minus DO and GO colaua (G8 degrees 
and 76 degreea below zero Fahren- 
heit). Personally wo did not auffcr at 
all from tho cold. Our good furs pro- 
tected us. But with our dogs It was 
a different matter. It could easily bo 
seen that they shrunk from day to 
day. ond we understood pretty soon 
thnt they could not stand tho long run 
to our depot at 80 degrees south. 

Wo agreed on returning and to wait 
for the arrival of spring. The pro* 
visions were cached and off wo wont 
for the hut With tho exception of tho 
loss of a few doga and a couple of 
frozen heels everything was all right 

Only in the middle of October spring 
carao in earnest Seals and birds ap- 
peared. Tho temperature war ateady 
between 20 and 30 celslus (68 de- 
greea and 86 degrees Fahrenheit) 

The original plan that all of us 
should go toward the south had been 
changed. Five men had to do this 
work, while tho other Uireo were to 
start for tho east and visit King Ed- 
ward VII. Land. 

This Inst mentioned trip was not 
Included In our program, but owing to 
the fact that the English had not 
reached It, at least this summer, as 
was their intention, wo agreed that 
tho beat thing to do waa alao to make 
thia trip. 

On October 20 the southern party 

started— five men, four sledges, flfty- 

two doga, and provisions for four 

months— everything in excellent order. 

The Journey to the Pole. 

From the start it was the Intention 
not to drive more than 30 kilometers 
a day, but it appeared that this was 
too llttlo for our strong, willing ani- 
mals. At 80 degrees south we hcgan 
to build snow cnlrns of a man's height. 
In order to have marks on our return 
trip. 

We reached the depot at 82 degrees 
on tho Gth of November, where the 
doga for tho last time got oil they 
wanted to eat On the Gth, southward 
again, with a dolly march of. 60 kilo- 
meters. 

In order lo lighten our heavy 
sledges wo established depots at each 
degree of south latitude. 

Like a Pleasure Trip. 
Tho trip from 82 to 85 degrees, be- 
came a pleasure trli>— excellent 
ground, flne sledging, and an even 
temperature. Everything went like a 
dance. 

On tho ninth wo sighted South Vic 
toria land and the continuation of the 
mountain range which Sir Ernest 
Shackleton mentioned in his chart as 
running toward tho southeast from 
tho Beardmore glacier, and on the 
same day we reached 83 degrees and 
established here depot No. 4. On the 
eleventh wo made the interesting dis- 
covery tliat the Ross Barrier termi- 
nated In a bight toward the south- 
east at 86 degrees aouth latitude and 
103 degreea westlonglmdo, formed be- 
tween the Eouthenst mountain rongo 
running from South Victoria land and 
a range on tho opposite side running 
In a southwesterly direction— probably 
a continuation of King Edward VII. 
land. 

On the thirteenth wo reached 84 de- 
grees where we established a depot; 
on the sixteenth we wore at 85 de- 
grees, where, alao. we made a depot 
From our winter quarters, "From- 
helm." 78 degrees 38 minutes south 
latitude, we hud been marching duo 
south. On the seventeenth of Novem- 
ber, at 85 degrees, we arrived at a 
place where tho land and barrier were 
connected. This was done without 
any great dlfilculty. The barrier here 
rises In undulations to about 300 feet 
Some few big crevices Indicated the 
limited boundary. 

iiere we mode our head depot ta- 
king provisions for sixty days on 
sledges and leaving thirty days* provi- 
sions on tho spot 

The next day w'o began to climb. 
Tho first part of It was an easy task 
—light stops and well fllled mountain- 
sides, it did not take a long time, for 
our willing dogs worked their way up. 
Further up. we mot with some small 
but very steep glaciers. Here wo hod 
to imrness 20 dogs to each aledgo and 
take the four Pledgee in two turns in 
somo places it was so steop that It 
waa difllcult enough to use our sKls. 
The next nay ttegan the longest part 
of our climb. Many detours had to be 
made In order to ovoid broad cracks 
and open crevices. 

Glaciers Source of Peril, 
These were apparently moatly fllled 
up. OS tho glaciers In all probability 
had long ago stopped moving, but we 
had to bo careful, never Itnowlng for 
certain how thick was tho layer that 
covered them. 
Our camp that night lay In pic- 



turesque surroundings at a height of 
B.OOO fQot Tho glacier hero waa nar- 
rowed In between tho two 16,000 foot 
high mountains, the Frldtjof Nanson 
and the Don Pedro Chrlstophorson. 

At tho foot of this glacier, tho Uov- 
il's glacier, a depot for six days was 
estabtishcfl at 86.21 degrees south lati- 
tude. Tho hypflomoter Indicated 
8,000 feet above aea lovol. 

It look us throe doya to surmount 
tho Dovll's glacier, always in misty 
weather. 

On December 8 wo cnmo out of tho 
bad weather. Onco again tho sun 
smiled down on us. Onco again wo 
could get an obBervatlon. Dead reck- 
oning and observation woro exactly 
alike— 88 degrees, 88 minutes. 10.0 sec- 
onds south. 

Before us lay on absolutely plain 
plateau, only hero and there marked 
with a tiny sastrugl. 

Establish Last Depot. 

In the afternoon wo passed 88 do* 
grces 23 minutes (Shnchloton's fur- 
ttieat south was 88 degrees 25 min- 
utoB). Wo camped and established 
our laat depot, depot No, 10. h^am 80 
degreea 25 minutes tho plateau began 
to slope down very gently imd smooth- 
ly toward the other side. 

On the 9th of December wo reached 
88 degrees 39 minutes; on December 

10, 88 degrees 60 mlnutoa; December 

11, 89 degrees 15 minutes; December 

12, 89 degrees 30 minutes; December 

13, 89 degrees 45 mlnutoa. 
Up to thia timo the obaorvatlons 

and dead reckoning agreed remarka- 
bly well and we modo out that we 
ought to bo at tho polo on Documber 
14 in tho aftornoon. 

Thnt day was a beautiful one— a 
light breoKO from the southwest, tho 
temperature minus 23 celatua (9.4 de- 
grees below zero Fahrenheit) and tho 
ground and sledging were pertect 

The day wont along as usual, and at 
three p. ra. wo made a halt 

According to our reckoning wo hod 
reached our destination. All of us 
gathered around the colors— a beauti- 
ful silk flag— all hands taking hold of 
It and plonting It 

Name Plateau King Haakon VII. 

The vast plateau on which the polo 
Is standing got the name of tho "King 
Haakon VIl, Plateau." It la a vost 
plain, alike In oil directions; mile 
after mile during the' night we circled 
around tho camp. 

In tho flno weather wo spent the fol- 
lowing day taking a series of obser- 
vations from alx a, m. to seven p. m. 
The result gave us 89 degrees B8 min- 
utes. 

In order to observe the polo as close 
as possible we traveled, as neor south 
as possible, tho remaining nine kilo- 
meters. 

On December 16 there wo camped. It 
waa an excellent opportunity. There 
was a brilliant sun. Four of us took 
observotlons every hour of tho day's 
twenty-four hours. The exoct result 
will be tho matter of a professional 
private report 

This much la certain — that wo ol>- 
served tho polo na close as It Is In 
human power to do it with tho Instru- 
ments we hod— a aeitont ond an arti- 
ficial horizon. On December 17 every- 
thing waa in order on the apot Wo 
fastened to tho ground a llttlo tent wo 
had brought along, a Norwegian Hag 
and tho Fram pendant on tho top 
of it 

Tho Norwegian homo at tho south 
pole was called "Polhelm." 

Tho distance from our winter quar- 
ters to the pole was about 1,400 kllo- 
niotera. Tho overage march a day was 
25 kilometers.

U. S. AMBASSADOR ASKS AID 



Sends Urgent Appeal to Washington 
for Marlnea to Protect Legation— 
RepresentatlvcB of Foreign Na- 
tions Follow HIb Example. 

WoBhington.— Four rebel divisions, 
cautloualy advancing for the cruclni 
trial of strength with tho iMadero 
forces, are closing In on Mexico City, 
according to advices to tho state de- 
partment. 

Fear that tho outcome may prove 
dlsaatrous to Americans In tho capital 
city has quickened tho ambaaaador to 
send an urgent appeal to Washington 
for marines to protect tho legation, 
and similar action, upon the advice of 
Ambaasndor Wilson, has been takon 
by the repreaontativcB of other for- 
eign countrloB. 

Tho latest estimate of the number 
•f rohclfl on the march, however, ob 
reported to Washington, Is 3,000 
troops. Tho moat fonnlilobio rebel di- 
vision la that under the command of 
Mlrondi, which waa organized In tho 
Btoto of Mexico Itaelf. At preaent the 
array Is almost under the very eaves 
of tho capital city. 

Marching from the south Is another 
detachment of 300 robola under tho 
command of Zapata. 

General Salnzar hurriedly loft Jua- 
rez to take commond of tho southern 
division. Ho and his command camped 
at La Dellclas, which Is about hall 
way between Chihuahua and Santa 
Ilosalla. 

Solgodo, with 200 robela, la in the 
meantime advancing against Mexico 
City from Guerrero. 

Tho vanguard of Orozco's army, 
which left two days ago for Mexico 
City by way of Jlmlnez, Is within 
a few miles of that town. 

The federals, meanwhile, to the num- 
ber of 2.000, have been rushed to Tor- 
reon. which Ib to the aouth of Chihua- 
hua, and from which town the govern- 
ment troops will advance against 
Orozco's troops In an crrort to stay 
tho advance upon tho capital.

Wo started on the return trip on 
the 17th of December, Unusually fa- 
vorable weather roado our way homo 
considerably easier than tlio journey 
to tho pole. We arrived at our winter 
quarters, "Framheim," on tho 26th of 
January. 1912, with two sledges and 
eloven dogs, all well. 

Among tho results aro tho deter- 
mination of tho extent and character 
of the Hobs Barrier, and tho discovery 
of the connection of South Victoria 
land and probably King Edward VII. 
land, with their continuation In the 
mighty mountains running toward the 
southeast, which were observed as far 
as 88 degrees south, but which In all 
probability continue across the ontarc- 
tlc continent 

Tho entire length of the newly dis- 
covered mountains la about 860 kilo- 
meters. They 'have been named 
"Queen Maud's Range." 

Confirm Scott'a DIscoverlBs. 
The expedition to King Edward VII. 
land, under the command of Lieuten- 
ant Prestud, has given excellent re- 
sults. Scott's dlscovorlcB have been 
confirmed and the survey of the Bay 
of Wholea ond of tho barrier dome by 
the Prestund party ore of great inter- 
est 

A good geological collection from 
King Edward VIL, and South Victoria 
land la being brought homo. 

Tho Fram orrlved at tho Boy, of 
Wholes on tho ninth of January. She 
hod been deloyed by; tho "roaring for- 
ties" on account of the easterly winds. 
On January IG the Japanese expedi- 
tion arrived at the Bay of Whales and 
landed on tho barrier near our winter 
quarters. Wo loft tho Bay of Whales 
on January 30. It was a long voyage, 
with contrary winds. AU or© w'olL 



Waahlngton. — Senator Leroy Percy 
has replied to the Mlaslaslppi legisla- 
ture's demand that ho realgn by Hotly 
declining to do so. He has sent hla 
answer In a letter which rings with' 
accusations of cowardice, falsehood 
and factional hatred. 

Senator Percy replies that when, 
just after his election, he orferod to 
resign hlS;unexpIrod term if a primary 
were hold In 1910 to name his succes- 
Bor, he limited his proposition to that 
year and i^ot 1911. the year in which 
a primary finally was held. 

Tho primary ho proposed In 1910 
never was hold. Senator Percy says. 
Ho declares he never did say he would 
resign If not elected in the 1911 pri- 
mary. 

"But you passed your resolution with 
no expectation that it would ,bo 
obeyed," Senator Percy writes. "You 
well knew that self-respect nlona 
would render such obedience Impoaal- 
ble. 

. "Not daring to ask tho investigation, 
or to make any allegations which might 
lead to it, you passed this resolution 
born of malignant factional hatred; 
merely Intended as a gratuitous insult 
to mo. 

"I shall pay no heed to your resolu- 
tion; I did not receive any commls' 
slon from you; I shall not lay It down 
at your behest; but shall continue to 
do my duty to the people of WlaBlsaip- 
pl In tho United States senate as God 
giveft mo to see U, conscious that my 
course will meet the approval of the 
brains and manhood of my state.
